"The Chronicles of Narnia," a book series 
written by C.S. Lewis, started out as seven 
books, has been made into movies and car- 
toons and will soon become a local discussion 
series. 

Living Waters Ministries will host discus- 
sions on the new movie and the novels 
Wednesdays, starting Dec. 15, from 7 to 8:15 
p.m. in the conference room at Community 
Library in Salem, Wis., .at 24615 89th Street. 

Participants will consider the various 
meanings of "The Chronicles of Narnia: The 
Lion, the Witch, and the Wardrobe," which 
is now a major motion picture set to debut 
Dec. 9.

removing her feeding tube, Living Waters held 
a workshop that talked of issues raised during 
the national fiasco, Mitchell said. 

"Spirituality is far more than what hap- 
pens in church," Mitchell said. "This (Narnia 
discussion) is an opportunity to acknowledge 
that." 

Living Waters was established about five 
years ago and has been a work in progress ever 
since, Mitchell said. 

"It's been an evolution of dioughts, bibli- 
cal study and prayer," he said. 

Group membersvwhich Include seven 
Methodist churches in Kenosha County, want 
their ministry to work smoothly with the 
needs of the community, Mitchell said. As 
those needs change the methods of fulfilling 
them change.

An Antioch man died from severe ihjuries 
caused when he was thrown 10 feet from his 
vehicle. 

Mark A. Koutny, 45, was driving north- 
bound on the 1 1700 block ofl36 Ave. in Bristol 
Township in Kenosha, Wis., around 3:47 a.m. 
Dec. 3. Koutny, who was traveling alone in his 
2002 green Ford Escape, veered left off the 
road, said Sergeant Horace J. Staples, public 
information officer for the Kenosha Sheriff's 
Department. 

The Ford grazed a small tree and flipped 
twice, shooting Koutny out the moon roof of 
the vehicle, Staples said. Koutny landed 10 
feet from his vehicle in a ditch on the side 



of the road. ■ 

Koutny was rushed to St. Catherine's 
Hospital in Kenosha where he was pro- 
nounced dead at 4:35 a.m. 

Staples said officers working the scene of 
the accident smelled alcohol on Koutny's 
breath and found empty liquor containers in 
his vehicle. Alcohol is believed to have been a 
contributing factor. 

Dr. Mary Mainland, Kenosha County med- 
ical examiner, said Koutny died of blunt force 
trauma wounds to the chest and abdomen, 
most likely caused from being launched from 
his vehicle. 

Results of tests to determine Koutny's 
blood alcohol content will not be available Tor 
several weeks, Mainland said.

Fire damages dealership

The afternoon of Dec. 4, the Antioch 
Fire Department crew was having fun at 
their annual Christmas party. Not too far 
from them, Country Pontine on 715 W. 
Route 173 was engulfed in flames. 

Firefighters abruptly ended their holi- 
day merriment to respond to the fire around 
3:04 p.m. They arrived at the car dealership 
minutes later to find plumes of dark smoke 
billowing from the center of the service 
department on the building's west side. 

Rescue teams from Lake Villa, Fox Lake, 
Round Lake, Trevor, Salem, Silver Lake, 
Bristol, Newport, McHenry and Salem 
Rescue converged upon the site as well. 

The fire was under control within 20 
minutes, said Lt. Chris Lienhardl, public 
information officer for the Antioch Fire 



Department 

Damage to the building was estimated 
at $20,000 to $30,000, Lienhardt said. No 
one was inside the building during the fire. 
One car in the lot was damaged from falling 
debris. 

. The cause of the fire is still under inves- 
tigation, Lienhardt said. No foul play is sus- 
pected. 

A Country Pontiac spokesperson said 
employees have been able to return to work 
and the damage was not serious. 

Lienhardt said Antioch firefighters were 
glad they were able to respond to the fire so 
quickly. 

"We were having our Christinas party, 
Santa had just arrived, and the alarm goes 
off," Lienhardt said. "Everybody's there with 
their family and everybody drops what 
they're doing to respond to the call."

Township Transit bus service has 
already garnered positive notice. On 
Dec. 6, the Lake County Center for 
Independent Living (LCCIL) pre- 
sented die Mickey Finn's Brewery 
Community Excellence Award to 
Antioch, Lake Villa and Grant town- 
ships in recognition of the mobility 
provided to disabled people by the 
new bus service. 

The three town supervisors, 
Steven Smouse, Dan Venturi and 
Kay Starostovich, respectively, were 
on hand at the LCCILs annual meet- 
ing and holiday celebration, where 
the award was presented. 

The organization's executive 
committee selected the award win- 
ners from several nominees. 
Township Transit was nominated by 
Kelli Brooks, who started the ball 
rolling in October 2004, when she 
petitioned the Lake Villa Township 
Board requesting transportation 
access for elderly and disabled peo- 
ple in the township. 

".We were floored by how quick- 
ly this came about," said LCC1L 
Executive Director Anita Gorski. 
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"The speed was unbelievable." 

The effort begun by Lake Vtlla 
Township resulted in the three 
towns coming together to share in 
.providing the service. A disability- 
accessible PACE bus was purchased, 
repaired, repainted and on the road 
within 13 months of the original 
request. 

The meeting and celebration 
was held at the United Mediodist 
church in Libertyville. The center is 
located on North Seymour Avenue, 
in Mundelein. 

It is self-described as "a nonprof- 
it, grassroots advocacy, service and 
resource organization for people 
with disabilities." 

"I've been working with the Lake 
County Center for independent 
Living since I've been in the Senate," 
said State Sen. Terry Link (D-Vemon 
Hills), who was present at the event. 
"They educate us legislators. We 
need them to tell us what to do." 

Services provided include inde- 
pendent living skills assistance, legal 
advocacy, peer counseling, informa- 
tion and referral for technology, 
services, employment, housing and 
transportation. 

Bryan Grano, who took over 
ownership of die brewery/restau- 
rant in Libertyville just 10 months 
ago, said he "inherited" die award 
sponsorship, and was supportive of 
the organization. 

The brewery puts its money 
where its mouth is, and vice versa. 
Not only does the company support 
die LCCIL, but it practices what it 
preaches, wiUi every pordon of the 
two-story restaurant accessible to 
wheelchairs. 

"We have an elevator so disabled 
people can get to the second floor," 
Grano said. He noted die restaurant 
even has tables Uiat can be elevated 
to accommodate a wheelchair. 

Gorski noted that one in five 
Americans are disabled, and sug- 
gested it is just good business for 
stores and restaurants to accommo- 
date the portion of the population 
that has special needs.

Court battle ends with settlement: old 
nursing home razed; property re-zoned

For several years, Lake Villa Mayor 
Frank Loffredo has joked Uiat he 
wanted to sell tickets to the demoli- 
tion of the Stokovich house on Cedar 
Avenue 

After a five-year court battle, die 
dilapidated building at 201 Cedar 
Avenue finally came down on Dec 1. 

Although die mayor did not get 
his grandstand display, he did take a 
ride on a bulldozer striking a blow at 
the building, which has stood vacant 
for more than a decade. 

.Nick Stokovich was on hand to 
witness the demolition. He said die 
building was never die "hazard" die 
village claimed it was. 

"I used to come and stay here on 
weekends," he said, although he said 
he had not done so for several years. 

The building, which is over 100 
years old, was operated as a nursing 
home from 1949-77. In 1980, Dorothy 
Stokovich, then the owner, sold die 
building to her son, Nick, for $100,000, 
authorizing him to make all decisions 
regarding die building 

He lived in the building for about 
12 years, until 1992. 

In 1997, the village "red tagged" 
' til e" building as "unsafe" and "animal 
infested," according to court docu- 
ments. 

In January 1998, the village began 
pressing for demolition of the build- 
ing. 

Since then, Stokovich and die vil- 
lage have been locked in a legal battle 
that was taken to die State Supreme 
Court 




The village fought to have the 
building demolished, but never 
sought to condemn die property itself. 
Stokovich fought the demolition, 
asserting he had die right to improve 
tli e property. 

The case was referred back to die 
appellate court, which finally ruled 
the village had a right to demand die 
demolition, after a previous ruling 
that die demolition order was uncon- 
stitutional. 

Stokovich and the village both 
appear satisfied with the final resolu- 
tion of the conflict. 

In the end, the village got what it 
wanted: the unsightly building is torn 
down, and Stokovich will reimburse 
the village for some of die legal costs 
incurred. 

Stokovich, who said he has a busi- 
ness partner who owns die adjacent 
property at 205 Cedar Avenue, plans 
to develop the two properties in con- 
formity witii the new CB (central busi- 
ness district) zoning. The code calls for 
commercial development on the 
ground floor. 

Although residential use is 
allowed on upper floors, Stokovich 
said he does not intend to build resi- 
dences on die property. 

The house at205 is presently rent- 
ed, without a lease. Development of 
the property 'fs'prbbhbfy "about a year 
away, according to die current tenant. 
The remainder or the block is res- 
idential. The home on the eastern cor- 
ner of the block is the former Lake Villa 
United Methodist Church, and is con- 
sidered a historical landmark by some 
village residents.

The 15-yeap-old was involved in 
only two incidents that took place in 
May. 

Patrol Officer Chuck Smith was 
the one who solved die crimes, Roth 
said. 

"He put two and two together 
and developed information through 
good old fashioned police work," 
Roth said.

Wilmot Heritage Antiques and Gifts at 400 
Lake St. moved to Antioch five years ago, from 
Wilmot, Wis. to take advantage of what they 
considered a better location for antique store. 
Store owner Nancy Gunther,storeowncr, is still 
pleased with the decision. 

"Antioch is working very hard to make it a 
good place to do business," Charlie Lyngaas, 
store associate said. 

"We started out as an antique store and 
started buying new glass tiiat was a good fit 
with antiques from American glass compa- 
nies. 

"We became a dealer for Fenton Glass 
Company four years ago," Lyngaas said. 
Fenton Glass has created handmade art glass 
for 100 years in West Virginia. The 100-year-old 
company still uses some of the original molds 
to make new pieces with contemporary glass 
colors. 

Wilmot's started out carrying only 
antiques and still go to auctions and estate 
sales to add to their merchandise. 

"The thrill is in the hunt," Gunther said. 
"We go shopping every week." Lyngaas is espe- 
cially knowledgeable about die antique glass 
and knows die background of various pieces of 
glass or the companies that made them. 

Both Lyngaas and Gunther are enamored 
with the business. There are some pieces in the 
store that they would be sad to sell, and some 
that they absolutely would not sell. In fact they 
have one piece that even Fenton family mem- 
ber, Nancy Fenton, had a difficult time in find- 
ing.

Walking into the store makes one immediately 
careful since there are items on shelves and 
witiiin reach. There are a large number of 
lamps in colors Uiat cross die spectrum, and 
many are hand-painted. Vases are plentiful as 
well. There are knick-knacks tiiat are becom- 
ing collectibles and can be used as decorating 
accessories. 

Wilmot's also has a good stock .of 
Depression glass from die 1920s to the 1940s.

Depression glass was made to be reusable, so 
what started out as ajelly jar became a drink- 
ing glass when die jelly was gone. 

Some of the dishes literally glow when diey 
are in black light That is because phosphorus 
was added to the glass as it was melted. Otiier 
elements, including gold, are added to molten 
glass to create otiier colors. 

The store also has kitchen collectible pot- 
tery, Swedish and Norwegian collections, and 
surprisingly, books. In a separate alcove, there 
is an array of die Hardy Boy books as well as 
Nancy Drew. Some are die originals and some 
are new. 

Fenton makes, and Wilmot's carries, some 
bird figurines that are in the $20 price range for 
those who would like to begin collecting. Every 
year, Fenton releases new pieces, including 
some for special holidays. Wilmot's also carries 
pieces by Heisey, Cambridge and Fostoria. 

For those who haven't finished their holi- 
day gift buying and arc down to the difficult 
people to shop for, Wilmot's may be the 
answer. This weekend Wilmot's is having a pre-

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Local artist Julie Adriansen makes her mark at art show and benefit auction

Julie Adriansen leads a double lire. 

She is well-known in the Lake Villa com- 
munity as the daughter of developer Fred 
Nielsen, as a more-than-full-time employee of 
his company, Nielsen Development, as a 
member of the Lake Villa Zoning Board of 
Appeals and a member of the Lake Villa 
Architectural Review Board and the wife of 
Chris Adriansen, who also sits on the 
Architectural Review Board. 

But Julie Adriansen takes her sense of aes- 
dietics to another plane. A higher one — and, in 
one case — a literal one. 

She was one ofl6 artists chosen to pro- 
duce painted fiberglass airplanes to be exhib- 
ited by and benefit the Kohl Children's 
Museum's new Glenview venue. 

The planes, similar in concept to the 
Chicago "Cows on Parade," were chosen as the 
theme for a benefit show and auction because 
the new museum is located in Glen Town 
Center, which used to be the site of the 
Glenview Naval Base. 

Adriansen's rendering of a Labrador 
retriever, which she called "Pet Vet," pulled in a 
whopping $5,500 at the auction, which drew 
over 700 attendees, according to Adriansen. 

"It was the most fabulous event I've ever 
been to, she said. 

Adriansen found out about the auction 
competition from heraunt, Susan Specht, who 
read about it in a newspaper. She submitted 
two drawings on templates. Each was 
designed around a theme relevant to one of- 
Ihe 16 interactive work stations in the muse- 
um. 

The two Adriansen chose to enter were for 
the pet station and for a "hand-on" house, 
with a "how to build a house theme. 

Although the house. theme might have 
seemed the natural choice, Adriansen was 
delighted that "Pet Vet" was chosen. It was 
inspired by her own dogs. 

"I used to have two golden retrievers," she 
said. Now she has two black Labrador retriev- 
ers. 

The plane is decorated with a painting of a 
dog marked with pet care tips, such as "no 
fleas" and "no ticks" and instructions to play 
ball with die dog. 

Its nose is the nose of die plane. 

The planes are about 2 feet-by-2 feet in 
size, and are just large enough to accommo- 
date 'a small child. 

They are painted in acrylic, with a 
clearcoat finish applied to make diem weath- 
erproof. 

Adriansen's usual mediums are acrylics 
and watercolors. 



He is also a muralist, who has decorated 
homes with her fanciful designs. 

She is proudest on one that she created on 
a stairwell that mimics the appearance of die 
interior of a railroad passenger car from die 
1940s. At the end of the hall is a wall lamp, 
which she incorporated into die design to be a 
lantern held by the conductor of the train. The 
conductor is a portrait of her grandfadier, who 
served in that role on the Milwaukee Central 
Railroad. 

It took her 78 hours (widiin a week) to 
complete die mural. 

This was Adriansen's first auction sale. Her 
first sale was at an art show at the College of 
Lake County in 1995. 

She has just begun working on a mural for 
a veterinarian's office. She's also done several 
private commissions. 

"I learned so much from Bob Lossman at 
CLC," Adriansen said. She attributes all her 
emerging success as an artist to his instruc- 
tion. 

She recently had a painting accepted. by 
die Woman Made Gallery in Chicago. 

"It's a black and white watercolor portrait 
of an old lady," she said. "It's in an internation- 
al show." * 

"I drew all the time, as a kid," Adriansen 
said, "i took one art class in high school." 

That was in 1982. About 12 years alter, 
Adriansen decided to take a basic drawing 
class at CLC. Then she moved on to watercol- 
ors, a delicate and difficult medium. 

She continued studying, adding photogra- 
phy and figure drawing to her repertoire. 

"There are tricks, and diings you need to 
know," she said. She not only hones her man- 
ual skills, but also developed a trained eye. 

"Now, I look at die world in terms of com- 
position, colors and shapes," she said. 

She has also shown her work at the Lake 
County Art League and at the Antioch Fine 
Arts building. 

In college, at the Academy of 
Merchandising and Design, in Chicago, she 
majored in fashion merchandising, and 
worked for a kn itwear manufacturer. 

Her favorite artists are all Expressionists: 
Henri dc Toulouse Lautrec, Georges Seurat 
and Egon Schiele. 

Soon, she will be combining her job and 
her work, as she designs and paints murals in 
die model homes built by her father. 

She will be showing her work at die Lake 
Villa Celebration of Summer, at an art show 
sponsored by die Greater Lindenhurst-Lake 
Villa Area Fine Arts Council. 

She is accepting commissions for murals.

Neil has worked hard .with club members,;earning trie right to work on the track when he wish- 
es to. 

"I want to grow up and be a conductor," he said.

Parts of die layout have hand-laid track and hand-built 
turnouts (switches). There are three off mainline staging yards, and 

three interchange yard points on the layout. The maximum grade is 1.25 percent . 

Members operate the, layout using digital command Control, since the year 2000. A bl-Ieyel yard was added in 2002.

loads prevent them from giving these cases the 
time and attention they deserve. In fact, 
judges estimate that they have only 5-10 min- 
utes to spend on each case!" 

Volunteers from all walks of life leam after 
about 40 hours of training in many subjects 
from psychology to law, how to help the chil- 
dren and to helping expedite finding diem a 
safe and loving environment while also acting 
as the fact finder for the judges. 

These advocates for the children are the 
only constant in die life of the abused that 
move from home to home often without even 
being allowed to take a favorite toy or blanket 
with diem.

What to Do with the Christmas Tree 

When the Christmas season ends, those who decorate 
their home with a live-cut tree are faced with a disposal ques- 
tion, notes a University of Illinois Extension horticulture edu- 
cator. 

In some places, park districts or local public works agen- 
cies will grind up the trees for mulch. Some will give you your 
ground up tree back for your use. 



State forest or county forest preserve officials may want to 
use used trees as a way to increase fish habitat. 

Schuster adds that well-ground needles and branches can 
also be used as a soil amendment in die spring. 

"When used as a soil amendment, do not dilute with too 
much soil," he notes, "Soil amendments work better when used 
at twice the volume of the heavy clay soil to be loosened," 



Winter Pruning 

Many trees and shnibs can be pruned in the .winter, 
although due to cold 

weather it is not always the most pleasant of gardening activi- 
ties, notes a University of Illinois Extension horticulture educa- 
tor. 

"Summer-blooming shnibs actually benefit when pruned 
correctly in the winter," says James Schuster. "Summer-flower- 
ing shrubs produce their buds and thus their flowers on the 
new growdi produced in the spring. The more new shoots that 
the plant grows, die more flowers." 

There are some woody plants diat often die back to the 
ground during the winter. These plants tend to produce an 
abundance of flowers on their new growdi. Examples of the lat- 
ter kinds of plants are the butterfly bush and some of the 
hydrangeas. 

"Spring-blooming shrubs can be pruned, too," he notes. 
"Winter pruning of spring-blooming shrubs is less stressful to 
the plants. However, you will be reducing the number of flow- 
ers if you thin them now. If you just lower the height of spring- 
blooming shnibs, you will remove almost all the flowers with- 
out improving the health of the plants." 

Spring-blooming shrubs such as polenlilla or Anthony 
Waterer spirea need to be cut entirely down to the ground every 
five to eight years and winter pruning is less stressful on them 
than if you wait until they are done flowering. 

"These plants may not have any flowers the following 
spring," he says. "However, these plants will often produce 
flowers later in the summer and then, in following years, will 
bloom in the spring." 

There are three methods of pmning. The first is called reju- 
venation. 

"All die stems in the plant are cut off close to the ground," 
says Schuster. "The second pmning method is called renewal. 
Plants are thinned of about one-fourth of their stems near the- 
ground. 

"The third pruning practice is called heading back. 
Heading back is pruning back to a leaf, leaf bud, leaf scar, side 
branch, and main branch or to the trunk. Heading back is the 
pruning practice that is best for single-stem shnibs, deciduous 
trees, and evergreen -both needle and broad leaf." 

Schuster termed the topping method "butchery." It 
involves cutting plants at some predetermined height even if it 
is destmctive.

Slowly but surely, die places 
where smokers can light up In Lake 
County are getting fewer. 

One of the latest to get rid of its 
ashtrays is the Lake Forest Hospital 
Foundation. All property owned by 
. the foundation will < become 
smoke-free by Jan. l.This includes 
sidewalks and lawns as well as res- 
idential and private property adja- 
cent to foundation territory, 

"Any time there's smoking near 
a building, there's danger," said 
Barrie Fromme, a Lake Forest 
Hospital spokesperson. Smoking is 
already prohibited inside hospital 
buildings, but extending that 
restriction to outside prevents sec- 



ondhand smoke endangering 
patients, employees and visitors, 
Fromme said. 

The Lake Forest Hospital 
Foundation is just one of the many 
facilities in the county that are 
smoke free. The Lake County 
Health Department has strived to 
ban smoking in the area through 
its Tobacco-Free Lake County ini- 
tiative, said Kris Anderson, coordi- 
nator of. the alcohol, tobacco and 
drug-use prevention programs. 

That effort includes encourag- 
ing restaurant owners to ban 
smoking in their establishments. 
Dozens of eateries in more than 35 
villages have already kicked butts, 
from their properties. 

"The climate in our state is 
changing," Anderson said. "People 
are getting more interested and 



feeling more freedom to look at 
their own environment and saying 
maybe it's time to take a look at 
this." 

Anderson said one reason 
behind the trend of smoking bans 
is the increasing amount of infor- 
mation about the dangers of sec- 
ondhand smoke. 

According to the Centers for 
Disease Control, about 3,000-lung 
cancer deaths and more than 
35,000 coronary heart disease 
deaths occur in those exposed to 
secondhand smoke. 

Secondhand smoke also caus- 
es roughly 0,000 to 26,000 new 
cases of asthma in children each 
year, according to the CDC.

Hillard Tobieski, 08, died Dec. 1 
after battling with illness. When he 
bought "The Advertiser Network," it 
was a small mailer, but in more than 
50 years with the publication to its 
current stature with a 224,000-circu- 
lation. But it wasn't numbers that 
defined the man, it was his words. 

Tobicski's daughter, Carol 
Anderson, who also works with "The 
Advertiser Network," said her father 
loved the publication. Tobieski pur- 
chased the publication in 1954 and 
actively served with the publication 
until Oct. 13 of this year when he was 
forced to stop due to illness. 

"It was his whole life, he took it 
when it was four pages and only 
served Antioch, Fox Lnke and Like 
Villa," Anderson said, "lie and my 
mother built it to what it is today and 
took great pride in it." 

Anderson said the members of 
the Tobieski clan were never given 
any preferential treatment within the 
olTice, but that was only because he 
treated all or his employees like fam- 
ily. 

"As a father he was more loving 
and caring than anyone I've ever 
known," Anderson said. "As an 
owner, all of our people have been 
crying since we learned the news. We 
couldn't have asked for a better 
boss." 

"The Adverdser Network" may 
have taken up a lot of his time, but it 
wasn't the only part of his life. 
Tobieski also was a member of the 
Antioch Lion's Club for more than 
four decades and was awarded its 
highest honor, the Mclvin Jones 
Award. 

"I consider him to be a very gen- 
erous and unselfish man," former 
Antioch Lion's Club president Chuck 
Sermac said. "He was the largest 
employer in the area and he'll be 
gready missed." 

Robert Schneider, Tobicski's son- 
in-law also works with the publica- 
tion said becoming a part of such a 
prominent family in die Antioch area 
was not easy, but Tobieski welcomed 
him with open arms. 

"It's a tough road marrying into a 
family like this, but he always made 
everyone feel like family," Schneider

35 acres at Nippersink Road and Route 134 in 
Fox Lake. The vote was 5-1 against the amend- 
ment, with only Trustee Carol Ulusay voting to 
allow it. 

"I'm shocked. The headline should read, 
'Fox Lake Wins," said resident Ben Eisner. 
"There would have been 200 people here if 
there had been more public notice." 

"It took a lot of courage for the board to 
vote the way they did. They took a stand for 
good development in," said Lake County 
Board Rep. Bonnie Thomson Carter (R- 
Ingleside). 

"It is the density, the traffic and the 
schools. I can wake up to absolute serenity, 
birds and relax. By 5:50 a.m., though, it is hard 
to get onto 134." Phyllis Eisner said. 

Alex Jansen, a spokesman for Centex, said 
that the developer is not a party to the lawsuit 
pending in Lake County Circuit Court against 
the village. He further said that the type of 
housing would not be low end. 

Karen Christensen's property backs up to 
where the 240 town homes would have been 
built. 

"I'm in a no-win situation, because if this

ends up in court, my taxes will go up, then the 
cost of schools will go up. It is the density is still 
way too high," Christensen said. "I know my 
property is losing value." 

Resident Don Rowden said that 240 town 
homes in the area "would have an impact for 
50 years to come." 

Dr. John Benedetti, superintendent of 
Grant High School, said developments like this 
would push the district to the edge of enroll- 
ment growth. The district has projected in 
2004, 2,500 students in 2013. "The study did 
not include Centex development For us, those 
students, who are coming to us from Centex, 
would force us to refocus on our growth and 
projections and would impact on our building 
down the road."

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A part, yet apart 
Shimer College 

After 25 years as part of the educational scene of Lake 
County and Waukegan, Shimer College likely will pull up 
stakes for a new home. A facility adjacent to Illinois 
Institute of Technology on the south side of Chicago cur- 
rently is being considered. The economics of private education is 
the underlying cause of the relocation. 

The small liberal arts college, now 150 years old, came to 
Waukegan from the tiny town of Mount Carroll in western Illinois 
with high hopes for a fresh start and revitalizing its unique cur- 
riculum based on intense study of the Great Books and Western 
Civilization. Shimer was known for a study program bringing 
together students and teachers in discussion groups, as opposed 
to lectures. The Shimer approach was the essence of "participa- 
tory" education. 

As Shimer sought to reestablish itself in historic buildings on 
Sheridan Road and Genesee Street, Waukegan provided a warm 
welcome. The general Lake County community saw the newly 
arrived school as a positive influence for Higher education. 

As newcomers, the then-President Don Moon conducted an 
aggressive public relations program to acquaint the community 
with the ways of Shimer College. 

With the college settling into new quarters for its 100 or so stu- 
dents, both Lake County educators and civic leaders interested in 
higher education, came to view Shimer with benign interest. The 
pattern of Shimer being a part of the community, yet "apart" was 
established early on. 

Geared to prepare undergraduates in a special way for higher 
degrees or admission to colleges and universities offering attain- 
ment in the professions, Shimcr's student population hovered 
around 100 for its expensive liberal arts program. To sustain itself 
financially, die current administration pegged doubling enroll- 
ment as necesssary— as early as possible. 

All things considered, a Shimer of 200 students appears to be 
an impossibility. A location near ITT where other student facili- 
ties would be available is looked upon as a viable solution. 

In reality, Shimer never connected with Lake County. 

As enrollment grew rapidly in College oT Lake County and a 
new branch was established in Waukegan, and prospects of 
establishing University Center at Lake County became a reality, 
Shimer enrollment was static. Obviously, college bound stu- 
dents didn't view Shimer as a viable choice, As Shimer has 
struggled, so has Waukegan struggled to regain a footing as a 
vibrant community. 

Sad to say, Lake County will not miss Shimer; even after 25 
years there was an unawarcness of the college in Waukegan. We 
find thai saddening, especially when Shimer is dedicated to ihe 
pursuit of learning that is the underpinning of our culture and 
Western Civilization. We wish the unique school well in whatever 
the future brings. • .

Dan Seals, Winnetica investment banker, 
is the first of an expected bevy of candidates

or three" other candidates in the wings. The 
flurry of candidates will make the first 
Democratic contest within memory for the 
seat now held by third-term Republican 
Mark Kirk. 

Powers bypassed 

Some politically astute people arc wonder- 
ing why Lake County Board Chair Suzl 
Schmidt bypassed Bob Powers (R-Round 
Lake Beach) when she appointed five Lake 
County board members to sit on the newly 
formed "Route 120 Corridor Planning . 
Council" which is being championed by 
Round Lake Mayor BUI Gentes and 
Grayslake MayorUm Perry. 

"The bypass is going to cut right through 
his district," said one Lake County board 
member. 

Balen, TenPas vote 'no' 

TheWaukegan city council's 7-2 approval 
to negotiate with Revolution Investment 
Partners, LLC, for development or a restau- 
rant/office building at the corner of Genesee 
and Clayton streets, where the Academy 
Theatre burned to the ground in October of 
2004, did not come without some argument. 

Aldermen John Balen (2nd Ward) and 
Larry TenPas (6th Ward) represented the 
two votes against moving forward with 
Revolution Investment Partners, LLC, which 
was one of only two companies that made a 
request for proposal (RFP) to the city. 

Balen said the city should have taken the 
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time to gather more requests from interested 
developers. 

But Waukegan Mayor Richard Hyde said 
the city purchased the property for $850,000 
and received more than $700,000 in insur- 
ance money when the theatre burned down, 
adding that the plans were in line with the 
city's revitalization plan.

Public loses in illegal wetlands fill 



My husband and 1 bought a mod- 
est but, we think beautiful, little 
house in Antioch in 2002, on the 
edge of a wildlife haven. We 
came here for a church that we love and. the 
natural beauty and open space we could 
enjoy in our own backyard. We were thrilled 
when Lake County announced its Regional 
Framework Plan in the works, because it 
seemed to embrace a vision for development 
that placed a huge priority on preserving nat- 
ural areas and open space, especially wet- 
lands like ours. Unfortunately, the policies 
contained in the document have not been 
implemented as we had hoped. 

Over the summer of that first year, a com- 
mercial neighbor of ours began dumping fill 
on the north end of the marsh we share in 
this area. Incidentally, the fill came from the 
Fox Waterway Agency's storage yard project 
across the street, where somebody (we don't 
know who) since has been keeping quite a 
few private boats. While we remained confi- 
dent that the Wetland Protection Act and Lake 
County ordinances were protecting the marsh 
behind us, we watched as daily truckload 
after truckload transferred fill to our neigh- 
bor's two back lots. Naively, we thought that 
the filling was all outside of the wetland. 
Before it was all over, there stood a mound 20 
feet high and covering four acres. Then a cell . 
towerwent up on top of it. 

We didn't realize what was really happen- 
ing until another project was proposed and 
we began to research the situation. It was 
then that we learned that our wetland is not 
only a nice place Tor threatened sand hill 
cranes and other birds, frogs, coyotes, badg- 
ers, and deer. "Yopp Slough," as it is called, is 
actually considered to be AD1D, which means 
that it is federally designated and highly pro- 
tected due to its extremely high quality and 
unsuitability for development (sigh of relief). 

Well, no. Lake County's own maps 
revealed that our neighbor had created his 
giant fill mound on extensive amounts of 
mapped ADID wetland and FEMA floodplain. 
All of this had occurred without applying for 
permits first, without regard to the limitations 
of the permits issued, and in the case of one 
lot, without any permit at all. No proper wet- 
land delineation (required by law and by 
county policy) was ever done, and no docu- 
ment was ever signed accepting responsibility 
for potential damages to neighbors from 
flooding or increased water inundation 
caused by the filling. 



Now, in another glaring example of spo- 
radic rezoning for the benefit of an individual 
at the expense of the public at large, the 
county has voted to allow our neighbor to 
change his zoning of the Agricultural part of 
his land to General Commercial. Next, he 
wants to apply for a Conditional Use Permit 
to build self-storage units and indoor/out- 
door contractors, equipment sales and stor- 
age on the mound. 

Our concerns are not limited to the loss of 
the beauty of the marsh and woods surround- 
ing it. The Lake County Soil and Water 
Conservation District and the Stormwater 
Management Commission have advised after 
extensive analysis that there are serious prob- 
lems witli any kind of development in this loca- 
tion, increasingly as the level of zoning allows 
greater impacts. Runoff, erosion, pollution, risk 
of flooding, excess water, well contamination, 
and septic failure are all likely consequences 
the neighbors will bear. In addition, the owner 
is cautioned that structures built and infra- 
structure to serve them, such as well and septic 
systems, probably will be unsound because of 
the nature of the soil (hydric wetland beneath 
43 percent, "Houghton muck," better known as 
dredge material). 

While residents have protested at numer- 
ous hearings with the sympathy of at least 
some officials, the ultimate decision has been 
to reward this commercial owner witli just 
what he has wanted. Our last hope is that the 
Zoning Board of Appeals will insist on some 
strong restrictions or deny the Conditional 
Use Permit altogether. Sadly, we are told that 
a Conditional Use Permit usually goes 
through automatically, 

Our morale and confidence in govern- 
ment have been shaken. If the county had 
.wanted to require wetland mitigations for 
damages done, they easily could have done it. 
Under law and their own policies, they should 
have so. If they had wanted to turn down our 
neighbor's request for rezoning, they could 
have done that too. It was questionable as to 
whether his proposal met most of the criteria 
of the Unified Development Plan for 
Unincorporated Lake County, all of which 
must be met for a rezoning. 

It doesn't matter what great vision the 
county claims to have embraced in its long- 
range planning if deviations are unregulated 
and consequences for violations are not 

enforced.

Hi Dr. Singer, 

We have a son who is always In 
trouble. He Is 1 1 years old. We have 
tried lots of things Including reading 
books, seeing therapists, charting! 
taking away privileges and a lot of 
others. In school, he gets average to 
sometimes below average grades but 
seems to work harder for that than we 
think Is right. He still maintains at an 
average level. After years and years of 
putting up with bad behavior and this 
non stop battle we have going on with 
him, we wonder If maybe there Is . 
something deeper going on. We don t t 
see anything that should be an emo- 
tional problem and no major emo- 
tional events have occurred in his life 
so we don't think so, but we thought If 
we ran tills by you, maybe you could 
suggest something further. Thank 
you. ll.u.A. 

Hi, H.B.A., 

I have seen many kids with bad behav- 
ior, averagegrades in school and more of 
struggle than average in school to get those 
average grades. While I cannot tell you 
about your son without an evaluation, I 
can tell you about hundreds of other kids I 
have seen over the years who fit this exact 
profile. 

Much of the time, bad behavior is a 
response to frustration. Many people think 
that all teenagers have to go through a 
period of bad behavior because of chang- 



ing hormones etc. While I do believe Uiere 
is a period of adjustment in teenage and 
pre-teen years, I think the kids who have 
the worst behavior problems as teenagers 
are actually kids who have suffered with 
frustration for years and it has become 
what you see in teenage life. It doesn't have 
to happen that way if the source of frustra- 
tion is dealt with and changed early 
enough. 

The frustration I see in these kids is 
that they have weaknesses with processing 
information so they have to compensate 
widi whatever strengths they have. When 
they are little enough it isn't very stressful 
because the demands of their learning 
world are not very big. As they get older 
though, and more is required of them in 
terms of memory, speed, and multi-task- 
ing, they start to lose grip on all of it and 
have to let some things go by. As more 
information is coming at them and they 
start to feel that they can't maintain all of 
it, they still try their best but do become 
frustrated and in some cases, very frustrat- 
ed. Usually, they start to enlist the help of 
parents and teachers at that point, to help 
them hold onto to the lost information. 
That process begins to get bigger and big- 
ger too and many-times, parents find 
themselves actually doing the child's 
homework, re-explaining the whole thing 
to the child again and again or sitting for 
hours with the child trying to get the 
homework done. As time goes on, without 
the right training work those weak skills 
get weaker and weaker because the child is 
having someone else do those things for 
him or her. Now, I am certainly not telling 
you to stop helping your child. You just 
need to get the source of the frustration 
that causes the bad behavior to go away 
and then the bad behavior will not be nec- 
essary anymore. 

Let me explain this another way. 
Imagine a house. It has a concrete founda- 
tion like all houses and then layers of

bricks on top of that foundation: Let's 
apply a child's learning abilities to that 
house. The lower foundation consists of 
mechanical things like does the child have 
two working eyes, two working ears, and 
two working hands. If those things work 
-well, we know that the mechanical things 
like seeing, hearing, touching, etc. are in 
line and fine. The upper part of the foun- 
dation is processing skills. Can they 
remember what they see and hear? Can 
they sequence and organize what they see 
and hear? Can they use their seeing, hear- 
ing and movement skills at the same time 
without getting lost? Can they do diese 
things fast? These are all examples of pro- 
cessing skills. Now let's talk about the lay- 
ers of bricks that rest on this foundation. 
One layer is behavioral. Another layer is 
social. Another layer is emotional. Another 
layer is academic. Now, ask yourself, what 
happens to a house and it's bricks when 
there are cracks in the foundation? Usually, 
the bricks will sag, slide etc. They will not 
sit right. If you target your work with the 
child at one of those layers of bricks with- 
out first fixing the foundation problems, 
that layer of bricks will stay the same and 
not change. If however, you fix the founda- 
tion first, and lift it back to where it 
belongs, the bricks will follow too. This is 
the reason why working with just one of 
the layers of bricks by itself will not actual- 
ly make the problem go away. If your child 
is having a problem processing informa- 
tion which is making his educational world 
very hard for him and resulting in a lot of 
frustration, vvorking only on the behavior 
will not correct the problem. You need to 
go deeper. I have found this to be true with 
the kids I have worked with. If I target my 
treatment with them to that foundation 
level, they feel better about themselves and 
the bad behavior goes away. This does not 
mean that working with a therapist and 
talking about the problem will be a bad 
thing. Talking about it is always a good 
thing. You just need to do more than just 
talk. 

Let's use a real life example to explain 
the foundation and the bricks. If a child 
needs glasses but hasn't been evaluated for 
them, he has trouble seeing. This is a 
mechanical issue or the lowest level of our 
foundation. He will probably be frustrated 
by not being able to see correctly. He will 
compensate, like all human beings do, but 
it will cause stress. Then he gets glasses. 
Now he can see. The mechanics are fixed, 
but more than likely his visual processing 
skills will not be at full capacity because he 
has not been able to practice them. That is 
the level I work at. We practice the process- 
ing skill until it becomes strong. Once he 
practices his visual processing skills, he will 
be able to successfully absorb the visual 
world effectively, thus no frustration neces- 
sary. The longer he doesn't have the glasses 
and the longer he doesn't process the visu- 
al world well, the more the frustration 
builds and the worse his behavior, social 
skills, emotional skills and self-esteem will 
suffer. The same thing can happen with 
auditory processing skills involving fluid in 
the, ears. 

The real red flag for me in what you 
told me about, is that your son is pulling 
average grades, but his level of effort to get 
those grades is overkill. You think he is 
working too hard to get those average 
grades. That is always a red flag for me that 
processing skills are not functioning where 
they should be. An evaluation is really the 
only way to tell if that is truly the case.

"I started a long time ago, I start- 
ed playing travel ball when 1 was 
eight and I was playing little league 
before that for as long as I can 
remember," Diedrich said. "It's 
always fun for me to play. You've got 
to put a lot of work'into it to get bet- 
ter, but even as I go into college, it'll 
always be a good time for me."

There may be some truth to the veteran 
coach's claims. One dirty little secret from 
the Lakeland files is that within the previ- 
ous sports editor's March 18 rankings, 
Waukegan was ranked at no. 3 behind 
Warren and Lake Zurich - after the 
Bulldogs had beaten both teams in the 
state tournament by 14 points apiece. 

Despite the perceived disrespect, 
Colbert doesn't feel that his team should 
be threatened or even boosted by media 
attention. Instead, the Bulldogs should just 
go out and let the scores speak for them- 
selves. 

"It's hard, but we understand that 
papers don't win championships," Colbert 
said. "We've got to earn the respect of the 
people around here and the way to do that 
is to win." 

Seasoned coaches like Colbert might 
have developed a thick skin to the atten- 



tion some nearby teams are getting, but it's 
not something that's easy for the players to 
handle. The results over the past two sea- 
sons have been impeccable with a 21-8 
final record last season and an 18-12 mark 
the year before, not to mention their back- 
to-back sectional championships, 

"It's (hard) for a while, but we've just 
got to go out there and play our game," 
senior guard Marcus Pettis said. "But you 
can't expect that kind of attention until 
you get to be the best.

They may not improve the record any, 
but this season's close losses are still being 
used as a rallying point for Colbert and his 
players.

The big win didn't just serve as good 
preparation for the rest of this season, it also 
served as vindication for the players embar- 
rassed after last season's 20-plus point loss.

With all of the bad press the World 
Wrestling Entertainment organiza- 
tion has heen receiving for years, a 
bit of a black eye has formed 
around the world of wrestling in general. 
Despite the acres of difference between the 
world of amateur and professional wrestling, 
some say the word "wrestling" has been taint- 
ed by the exploits of Vince McMahon's media 
machine. 

However, if a person wants to see die 
sport without Hollywood, blood and gore 
infused into it, one need not look any farther 
than the mats of the area's high schools. 

Often called the "purest form 'of sport" 
thanks to its lack of equipment and sheer 
physical nature, every area coach champi- 
ons the same things: physical stamina and 
discipline. 

"I think that (conditioning) is the biggest 
part of it, some of my wrestlers are getting 
used to it," Lakes wrestling coach Curt 
Onstead said. "Definitely, 'conditioning's 
always a factor in wrestling. We need to step 
up the conditioning and we'll do better, it's as 
simple as that." 

Onstead said his two best wrestlers, 135- 
pounder Nick Metzel and 112-pounder Matt 
Holmes, are good simply because of their 
physical prowess and their willingness to per- 
fect their craft. Onstead isn't the only one 
championing work in wrestling. Round Lake 
wrestling coach John Jobst also places a pre- 
mium on conditioning. 

"My hardest workers are the Pousson 
brothers, Derrick and Dillon and diey're two 
of my best," Jobst said. "1 would estimate diat 
they put in between 700 and 800 matches in 
the summer and the rest of the off-season and 
they're always in the weight room at six in the 
morning before school." 

As much as weight training has become a 
part of every sport these days, wrestling was 
one of the first to pioneer weight lifting as a 
major aspect of training. Gone are the torture 
device-esque rubber sweatsuits of yesteryear, 
but what remains is the boot camp nature of 
wrestling training. 

Of course, the toughest boot camp Is 



thanks to the weight classes wilhin organized 
grappling. Libertyville's veteran wrestling 
coach Dale Eggert said two of his wresders, 
140-pounders Joey Callen and Trevor Hall are 
able to better compete because they are 
wrestling at a higher weight class dian Eggert 
would prefer. 

"Because we don't have enough guys to 
fill out die roster, Callen and Hall are wrestling- 
high than diey would normally be and diat 
makes them faster than the competition," 
Eggert said. 

Weight classes have always been one of 
die defining characteristics of organized ama- 
teur wrestling. If a wresUer is even one ounce 
above die weight class, they must move up, 
and that can mean being severely outsized by 
die competition. As such, the horror stories of 
running endlessly to lose whatever water 
weight the wrestlers might have will always be 
a part of the sport. 

Widi the weight classes and the sheer ath- 
leticism of the wrestlers, hard work is essen- 
tial within die sport. According to numerous 
coaches, conditioning and hard work can 
make or break a program. Onstead, who's cur- 
rently in the process of making a brand new 
wrestling program for a brand new school, 
blames himself for die Eagles' 0-5 start. That, 
and the fact he's only fielded a varsity roster 
with nine grapplers.

If they don't, there's always 
someone out there who's worked harder 
and that's the difference between wins and 
losses."

Discover the coyotes that live near you 
through programs offered by the Lake 
County Forest Preserves this winter. 

It is offering programs to see how wild 
dogs benefit people by keeping rodent popu- 
lations in check, how development is dis- 
placing these animals from their natural 
„ -habitats, and what homeowners can do to 
avoid potential problems living with coyotes, 
foxes and odier wildlife. 

"Coyote Howl" family programs for all 
ages are scheduled at Ryerson Conservation 
Area near Deerfield on Dec. 11 and at Rollins 
Savanna Forest Preserve near Grayslake on 
Feb. 25. 

Both programs are from 4 to 6 p.m. and 
teach how coyotes communicate with each 
other using a variety of yips, yaps and howls. 
Advance registration is required and admis- 
sion is $5 per person for Lake County resi- 
dents and $7 per person for others. Call 847- 
968-3321 or register online at 
www.LCFPD.org. . 




Appearance of 
coyotes, foxes 



Coyotes are somewhat similar in appear- 
ance to a small, slender German Shepherd, 
weighing from 20 to <10 pounds. They usually 
have yellow eyes, yellowish -gray fur and a 
black tip on their bushy tail. 

Coyotes often live in family group packs. 
Poxes in Lake County are considerably smaller 
than coyotes, weighing only seven to 15 
pounds, and are usually solitary. 

Red foxes, the type -of foxes more com- 
monly seen, have reddish fur with a white belly 
and chest and a white tip on Uieir bushy tail. 
Gray foxes have grayish fur above with a red- 
dish belly and chest and a black Up on their 
bushy tail. 



Breeding season, 
feeding habits 

Coyotes and foxes both breed during the 
winter and give birth to their young in early 
spring. During breeding season and when they 
are caring for young, coyotes are more territorial. 

When conflicts occasionally arise between 
coyotes and domestic dogs, they usually occur 
because a coyote is defending its territory, not 
because it is trying to prey upon a pet dog. 

Foxes are more timid, so they rarely come 
into contact with domestic dogs. Both coyotes 
and foxes primarily eat mice, rabbits and other 
small rodents and wild berries and other types of 
food when available 

Coyotes have been known to eat pet cats 
and small dogs when pets are allowed to roam 
freely and unattended. 

How to prevent wildlife 
problems 

There are several simple steps that 
homeowners can take to avoid problems 
with coyotes, foxes, as well as other wildlife 
such as skunks and raccoons. The Lake 
County Forest Preserves' Web site, 
www.LCFPD.org, has details and links to 



other information, but here are a few key 
points: 

• Do not encourage wildlife to come in 
or near your home by feeding them. 

• Keep pet food and water dishes 
Inside, especially at night, to avoid prob- 
lems with raccoons, skunks, opossums, 
foxes and coyotes, 

• To minimize conflicts between 
wildlife and household pets, make sure 
to turn on outside lights, make noise and 
observe the area for any signs of wildlife 
before letting your pets outdoors. 

• Supervise pets when outdoors and 
keep dogs leashed when not in a fenced • 
yard. 

• Don't allow spilled birdseed to accu- 
mulate outside of bird feeders. 

• Keep grills and barbecues clean. Even 
small food scraps may attract wildlife. 

■ If possible, do not keep garbage cans 
outside.' Or, use sturdy cans and keep the 
lids securely fastened 

Coyote populations in Lake County 
increased during die 1980s and have leveled 
off in recent years. Some biologists believe that 
fox populations are declining. 

Both coyotes and foxes present little dan- 
ger to people and usually flee when given the 
chance. If people are walking their dog on- 
leash on a Forest Preserve trail and are 
approached by a coyote, they should restrain 
their dog, and scare away the coyote by yelling 
and waving their arms over their head. The 
same tactic may be used to scare away coyotes 
found near homes. 

Taking the steps outlined above to avoid 
inadvertently feeding coyotes and foxes and 
keep pet dogs under control and protected and 
should help these wild dogs maintain their 
natural distance from people and pets.
